INDUSTRIAL TRAINING. 


Meeting of the Trustees of the Slater Educa- 
tional Fund, 

Fort Monror, Va, May 18.—The annual 
meeting of the trustees of the Slater fund for 
the promotion of education among freedmeu 
was held at Hygea hotel, Old Point Comfort, 
today. The president of the board, Hon, R, 
B. Hayes, of Ohio, was in the chair. Other 
members present were: Senator Colquitt, of 
Georgia; Rey. Dr. Boyce, of Kentucky; Messrs, 
W.E. Dodge and John A. S:sewart, of New 
¥°rrk; D. C. Gilman, of Indiana; and W. A. 
Siater, of Connecticut. From the report of 
ihe genrral agent, Dr. Haygood. of Geogia, it 
eppears that tbo sum of $40,000 has been dis- 
buned Guiing the past year from the income 
of the fuxud,an advance of $10,000 upon dis- 
bursement of the year before. His report, 
which is pointed, contains a large amount of 
statistical information in regard to the pro- 
grees of Fchools, which have received the Sla- 
teraid. Every institution thus he)ped, must, 
in addition to other instruction, provide iadus- 
trial training. It is manifest that this con- 
dition, which was thought questionable at first, 
now meets with aimost unanimous 
approval. Forty-two schools, most of them 
training schools for teachers, have been aided 
during the year in,sums from $300 to $3,000, 
The report of the treasurer shows that the 
original capital of the funi—$1,000,000--has 
been slightly avgmented and its securities are 
well invested. 

The session of the board was devoted to the 
consideration of the wants of various schools 
recsiving aid, and an aggregate allowance of 
$45,000 was meade for the years 1887 and 1838. 

Dr. Haygocd assured the boird that there 
are many signs of increasing interest at the 
eouth in the problem of negro education, and 
that wise methods of procedurs have been pro- 
moted by the ageney of the Siater fandé. 
During the year he has traveled some 15,000 
milesand delivered over two hundred addresses 
ard sermons, besides collected a vast amount 
of information by correspondence, circulars and 
personal interviews.

New York, May 18.—The Anti-Poverty 
society met in great numbers at Cooper Union 
this evening for the purpose of perfecting its 
final organization. Dr. McGlynn was present 
and detailcd the objects of the meeting. The 
constitution and by-laws were read, and the 
following officers elected: President, Dr. Me- 
Glynv; vice-president, Henry George; treasurer, 
Benjamin Urner; secretary, Michael Clark. 
Dr. McGlynn spoke upon the principles of the 
society. Quantities of tracts were given out, 
ard he names of many taken for active work. 
Mr. George was not present. Five hundred 
and fifty-three members bad already paid their 
initiation fecs previous to the meeting and 
many more paid before the evening was past. 


FEDERAL APPOINTMENTS, 


Major Rathbone, of California, to be Gonsul 
General at Paris—Other Notes. 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—The president today 
appointed Major J. L. Rathboue, of California, 
to be consul general at Paris.

LOCKED OUT SHOEMAKERS. 


Committees of Manufacturefs and Knights 
Appointed. 


HAVERHILL, Mass,May 18.—There is no 
change to note in the situation of thé she 
manufacturers’ lock-out. Ata meeticg of mvu- 
ufacturers last night a committee was appoiat- 
ed to confer with the Knights of Lvbor con- 
mittee in relation to calling for the mediation 
of the state board of arbitration. The Knights 
of Labor did not desire this method of setizle- 
ment, and appointed a committee to reporta 
Lew proposition to the manufacturers’ commit 
tee, which may lead to a speedy setilement of 
the prerent troubles. A private mecting of 
the mannfacturers’ committee was held this 
morning, the result of which has not yet beon 
divulged.

RAILROADS WANT ITS SUSPEN- 
SION MADE PERMANENT, 


The Queen end Cresecnt System Bas a Representa- 
tive Before the Interstate Comm*rcs Jommis- 
siom Asking fora Parmauent Suspension 
of the Long and Short Haui Clauae, 


WASHINGTON, May 18,—The interstate com- 
merce céOmmission devoted soms time today to 
hesying arguments upon the applications of 
the Queen and Crescerit railway system fora 


pezmanent suspension of the fourth section of 


the interstate commerce law. John C. Ganlt, 
general manager of the system, first addrewod 
the commission. He described the line of the 
Queen ard Crescent roads, pointing out its 
general proximity tothe Mississippi river and 
other water routes. The system, he said. had 


_ considerable business which it would like to 


retain, and tothis end he hoped to obtain per- 
manent relief frem water competition. 

Chairman Cooley inquired at what points 
they sought relief. 

Mr. Gault replied that they wished to be re- 
lieved from this competition wherever 
it affected the system, He real 
a petition prepared by oflicers 
of the road, setting out the effect of water 
competition in reducing cotton rates with a 
view to demonstrating the justice of their re- 
quest to have the temporary suspension made 
permarent. It was stated in the paper that 
the practice of the steamboat lines has been to 
make daily such rates as may be necessary to 
enable them to secure traffic. The chief 
grounds for aeking relief arises from the fact 
that the roads desire to participate, to a cortain 
extent, in this trafiic, which they cannot af- 
ford to doif they are required to reduce all 
their rates in proportion to those necessary to 
meet water com petition. 

Chairman Cooley asked if,in fixing the rates, 
any account was taken of the effect upon towns, 
or were they fixed simplyin the interest of 


the rosds. Something had been said about - 


competition asa reason why rates should be 
cut down, 

Mr. Gault replied that his road had little to 
do with fixing rates; that was done by the 
Southern Railway association. He did not 
wholly approve of~the system that governed 
the regulation of these rates. He believed in 
fixing rates that would be just to all, and he 
would rather have a dozen thriving towns on 
his road than a large city. His road was will- 
ing and anxious to give the lawa fair trial and 
only asked to be relieved from water competi- 
tion, That meant the Ohio and Mississippi 
rivers chiefly. 

In answer to Commissioner Bragg, the 
speaker explained, by illustration, his reasons 
for holding that the system of fixing rates fol- 
lowed by the Southern Railway association, 
which made every local station a competitive 
point, resulted in very much higher rates, and 
was characterized ,in some cases,by stupidity. To 
the chaizman, Mr. Ganlt said that even if their 
request was granted, his company dii not pro- 
pore to make any local rate between Cincin- 
nati and Atlanta higher than the through rate. 
Cotton wes, he said, about the only: inBerest he 
thought of which had been favored with spacial 
rates. The roads would be giad to include 
pigironin the special arrangement, making 
yates dependent upon the market price 
ofiron. This could be done without violating 
the eo Newty short haul clause. He did not 
believe that any special concession was necas 
sary to develop the large lumber industry of 
the south. Lumber was in great demand ia 
the nerth, and business was constantly increas 
ing. Michigan car builders consumed great 
quantities. 

The chairman inquired if rates wero fixed 
with relation to their effect upon the interest 
of particular towns. 

Mr. Gault, in answer, said that the manage- 
ment of the Southern railroad, had beea wise. 
The system of rate was pocaliar to the south. 
When that country was in poverty after the 
war the planters had to borrow money to put 
in their crops. The larger tuwos made loans 
and through that advantage were enabled to 
contro] trade and acquire the benefits of low 
rates. 

The Chairman—But you think the time has 
come when that system should cease? 

Mr. Gault resporded in the affirmative. 

The chairman inquired if there were no 
other competition than water competition that 
would justify the intervention of the commis- 
sion, and suppose a state road, free from the 
jurisdiction of the commission, should push an 


interstate road, which was on the borier of 
. Canada? 


Witness replied that where there were no 
water rates he would not ask for relief. He 
ccu'd not speak advisedly with reference to 


Canadian competition, but his general belief 


was that where there were other elements be 
youd water traffic in competition, a road had 
ne right to ask relief, If competitors did busi- 
nese ata cheap rate the road shoulddo it as 
chezply. In conclusion, witness stated that 
he desired it to be understood that he did not 
antagonize the petitions pat in by other south- 
ern railroad companies. 

The chairman replied that the commission 
did not understand that Mr. Gault had en- 
deavored to do any such thing. 

Representative Cabell, of Virginia, anpeared 
for the board of trade of Danville, Va, and 
made complaint against the Richmond and 
Danville railroad. Since that road hai ac: 
quired control of the Virginia Midland rail- 
road, he said rates had been greatly advanced 
and the interests of the town ruined. The 
board charged that the Richmond and Dan- 
ville, Virginia Midland and other western and 
rorthern connections, have violated the 1st, 
3d and other sections of the interstate law by 
means of direct and indirect drawbacks in 
favor of other places, and against 
Danville, and by charging other points 
lees fora long haul than was charged to Dan- 
ville for short hauls. Requests for a susp2n- 
sion of the fourth section come mainly from 
railroad corporations, which it was the inten- 
tion of congress to curb in the interest of the 
people. One grant of such a claim would bea 
precedent for further demands, aud the law, 
which was reasovabiy clear and fair, would be 
converted into a measure for the oppression of 
those whose rights it was intended to protect. 

When Mr. Cabell had concluded, it was sug- 
gested that his general charges should be put 
in specific form, so that the commission might 
> ol with them, The hearing then closed for 
the day. 

Tn reply to an application from the general 
traffic manager of the Minnesota aud North- 
western Railway company for a suspension of 
the fourth section ofthe interstate commerce 
law, Judge Cooley, chairman of the interstate 
commission, has written him a long letter de- 
fining the powers of the commission in certain 
caces and explaining why it must hold his ap- 
plication for some further time under advise- 
— The salient features of the letter are as 

cllows:

The jt ris@iction of the commission to make orders 
was. ores vetoes A to be som hg closely re- 
ttricte yagzue uotion prevails, insome quar- 
ters, that power has been cdnfarred upon the com- 
mission to interfere anywhere and for any seasons 
satisfactory toit, inorder to prévent what it may 
think is likely to be harmful; but you of course in- 
duige no such baseless notion. The co on 
must find ifgauthority in the law, and not in its 
own ideaspf mghtor policy. 

Third.—It musi be assumed that congress in- 
tended the general law in its main feature at least, 
to be a petmanent law fur the country. It must, 
there‘ore, have contemplated that considerable 
sacrifices would necessarily be submitted to by 
some parties and some interests, while the general 
law was being es’ablished, forthe very obvious 
reason thatit would be quite impossible to Intro- 
duce considerable changes in a branch of law 
which concerns so intimately the commerce of 
the country without serious consequences to some 
private interests. In all such cases injuries are 
necessarily borne for the general good, and if the 
jJegisJature misjudges as to what the general good 
demends, it.is to be expected that in due time it 
wiil provide a remedy. 

Judge Ceoley then calls attention to the fact 
that the first question to confront the commis- 
sion, after its organization, was raised under 
the fourth section of the act. Appeals were 
mede from all parts of the country for relief 
from the operations of this section on the 
ground that the enforcement would cause seri- 
ous injury to private and corporate interests, 
and even in some cases would result in de- 
struction and bankruptcy. Says Jadge Cooley: 

Ip Many Cases the appeals seemed to be made in 
the belief that the probabliity of injury was of it- 
self scfficient warrant for the commission to inter- 
fere aud graut a relieving order. It is scarcely 
necessary to say that any such belief is without 
legal supyort. Probabi , Or even a certainty, 
that injury to corporations or to individuals will 
resuit,is not by itself, under the act, any grqunod 
for the suspension anywhere of its ordinary opera: 
tions. 

After showing that the power given to the 
commission to grant relief from the operation 
of the fourth section was limited to cases ex- 


ceptional in their nature, and was not meant 


to include all cases where the fourth section 
wou'd work injury, Judge Cooley says: 

The commission was early confronted by another 
question, namely, whether railroads might deter- 
mine for themselves, but at their peril. whether, 
in any particular case, the circumstances and con- 
ditions were so far. different as to justify a greater 
charge for a shortér haul, or whether, on the other 
band, it was only Ppon and in view of such differ- 
ent circumstancesand conditions that the commis- 
sion was empow to act. 

Before decidingthese questions the commission 
felt itself justified, if not compelled, to look beyond 
the recorc and to geek such aid in construction as 
might be derived from a study of the condi- 
tion of thi pertaining to the transportation 
of persons and property which congress, by the 
act, bad undertaken to ceal with. 

Such an investigation necessarily involved giv- 
ipg a hearing tothe interested parties and cor se- 
y ome | required time. The commission, however, 

eemed it wise to grant some temporary orders on 
an investigation, not as. complete asit expected 
finally to make. This was done in the belief that 
vo corgiderable mischief could follow from allow- 
to remain for 
a brief period, whether it was then suffered to 
stand or not and that harmful results from a sud- 
den change in law might thereby, to some extent, 
be avoided, This eovr-e also gave the commission 
such opportunity for a careful study of 
the system which congress undertook to reform as 
would otherwise have been wanting. The com- 
mession, therefore, deemed itself fully justified in 
grenting orders of tem porary suspension in some 
of the most obvious charges, and where special 
rovnds for urgency were shown without first mak- 
vg the investigation complete for final action, 
leaving other cases, not throught to be so strong 
on an #ffirmetive showing, to take a more deliber- 
ate comte® This method of proceeding, the com- 
missicn st the time believed, had important ad- 
vantages andit still believes will conduce to the 
best results in the end. 

You speek strongly and earnestly of the reasons 
for granting your application, but in order 
to wérrant its being granted it is not enough 
that the application, if considered by itself, appears 
to have merits The commission must consider, 
in each case, what effect the giving of relief to one 
applicant will have upon other interests, and your 
knowledge of railroad matters must enable you to 
perceive that in some sections of the couatry the 
grenting*of one application may so ailect the in- 
terests of other roads asto create a necessity for 
like relief to several more, the satisfaction of com- 
plaint begetting others which are equally merit- 
orious, until, it all are satisfied, the exception 
becomes the rule. But when such a result is 

robable, the reasons for declining to make any 

éemporary order are very conclusive. The con- 
mission cannot consent, deliberately, to enter 
upan a highway where, to all appearauce there 
will be no halting place within the limits of i's 
lawful jurisdiction. If a general suspension of the 
long and short hau! clause of the statute is not to 
be made by a single comprehensive order, neither 
should the same result be reached or approached 
by the granting of excessive orders in individual 
cases. In whateyer the commission may do, it 
must keep in view the preservation of the general 
rule.

TENNESSEE FARMERS AGAINST A SUSPENSION. 

KNOXVILLE, Tern,, May 18.—The East Ten- 
nersce Farmers association, composed of 300 of 
the leading farmers of the state, which is hold- 
ingitstwelfth annual convention in Kuox- 
ville, teday adopted resolutions, by an almost 
unsnimous vote, indorsing the interstate com- 
merce law, and expressing the belief that it 
will result in relief to the agricultural classes, 
The convention addressed a petition to the in- 
terstate commerce commissioners, urging a 
strict enforcement of the law, especially the 
long and short haul clause.

IN TRUE MEXICAN STYLE. 


Three Train Wreckers Placed Against a 
Wall and Shot. 

St. Lovis, May 18.—A special from the City 
of Mexicosays a week ago a train on the Mex- 
ican National railroad ran over and killed a 
Mexican near Patzcuaro. Friends of the dead 
man uxdertock to retaliate, and put a big rock 
enacurve. The engine of a passenger train 
struck it, and an American engineer was in- 
jured and a Mexican fireman killed. The Jefe 
Politico sentasquad of Mexican gendarmes 
with instructions to bring in every person sus- 
pected of any complicity whatever.

PRESIDENT GREVY AND DE FREY- 
CINET IN CONSULTATION, 


De Freycinet to Form the New Cabinet—Taking Up 
the Second Clause of the Coercion Sill in tue 
British Parliament-The Ozar in Don Cos- 
sack’s Country-Foreign News, 


PaBis, May 18.—President Grevy will today 
consult with the presidents of the chamber of 
deputies and the senate relative to the forma- 
tion of a new cabinet and as to the advisability 
of retaining General Boulanger as minister. 

Presideut Grevy summoned Clemenceau, Fer- 
ry, Deves, De Freycinet, Rouvier and Raynal to 
the palace today and had interviews with each 
of these gentlemen in relation to the formation 
os anewcabinet. It is the general belief that 
De Freycinet will be charged with the duty of 
constructing a new winistry. The Journal 
Des Debates says Clemenceau is opposed to the 
return to power of de Freycinet. 

The radical press call upon Clemencean to 
accept office,and the opportunists oppose the 
retention in the government of Genera! Bou- 
langer. It is thought in some quarters that, in 
consequence of the difference of opinion exist- 
ing among the political leaders, the crisis will 
be a prolonged one.

TACKLING THE SECOND CLAUSE, 


Applying the Cloture to Rush Matters 
Through, 


Lonpon, May 18.—The house of commons, 
in commitiee this afternoon, began considera- 
tion of clause second of the Irish crimes act. 
This clause proposes to extend summary juris- 
diction to conspiracy, boycotting, resistance to 
evictions and offenses desighated in the White 
boy acts. 

Mr. Maurice Healy, Parnellite, offered an 
amendment limiting the operation of the clause 
to offenses committed after the passage of the 
ast. This was rejected by a vote of 123 to 15. 

Mr. Timothy Healy, Parnellite, moved that 
before any person could be prosected in a pro- 
vision of the clause, the fiat of the attorney 
general upon sworn information must first be 
obtained. 

Mr. Holmes, attorney general for Ireland, 
declared that the adoption of the Irish amend- 
ment wou'd render the clause incapable of be- 
ing worked. 

The amendment was lost, the vote being 210 
to 145. 

Right Hon. George Shaw-Lefevre, liberal, 
moved the omission of the sub-section, 
making punishable by summary jarisdic- 
tion tbe act of conspiring to induce any 
one not to fulfill legal obligations, or not to 
ure or occupy land, or not to deal with or work 
for any one, or to induce any one to interfere 
with the administration of law. This Mr. 
Shaw-Lefere conten ded was a section which 
was meantto be used in the interest of Irish 
landlords in the collection of rents by criminal 
law before inforce tribunals. No previous co- 
excion act contained anything analogous to 
this sub-section. It exposed tenants to sum- 
mary conviction, not by juries, but by resident 
magistrates, interested in preventing combina- 
tionsfagainst rack rents.

tion accorded English laborers and workmen 
against unfairness on the part of employers.

Mr. Holmes contended that the section ap- 
plied only to criminal combinations. 

The debate was proceeding when Mr. W. H.

PARNELL DENOUNCED. 


A Paper Said to Emanate from the Irish 
College of Rome, 


Lonpon, May 18.—The Chronicle’s corre- 
spondent at Rome has receiyed the proof of 
sheets of a memoir prepared by the Irish col- 
lege. The document begins by pointing out 
that in Parnell or the Fenian movement inter- 
ests far higher and holier than the material 
advantages sought for are at stake, Genuine 
Irish grievances are no longer heard of, the cry 
for total separation having replaced all others. 
What was treason in the revolt of 1866, 
condemned by Pius IX, is now regard- 
ed as a mere matter of practical 
politics. But, saysthe memoir, acts against 
morality and religion or the peace of society 
cannot, like the chameleon or Mr. Gladatone, 
chavge their hue; and the acts of Parnell and 
his followers are still under papal condemna- 
tion, It is not necessary, therefore, for the 
pope to condemn them; although to quote 
the memoir, ‘this their leader, being a free- 
thinker and outside the pale of. the church, is 
exempt from. Battbat will not exempt his 
followers who profess Catholicity.’”’ After con- 
demning Mr. Parnell for his association with 
the apostles of violence, the memoir declares 
that to accomplish his self-assured task of break- 
ing the last link that unites Ireland to Eagland, 
he mede traitors of the masses of the Irish peo- 
ple. The means by which he sought to dis- 
solve the union are denounced in most un: 
measured terms, while the ‘tools’ he employed 
to epread ‘‘terrorism” thronghout Ireland are 
held up to public execration: The memoir 
then continues: 

The acts of the Fenian party are the surest wit- 
nesses we Can have, first, of what their rule is;

MANCHESTER’S MARK&T. 


Spinners Trying to Make a Corner in August 
or September. 


MANCHESTER, May 18.—The Guardian in a 
cemmercia! article, says the market is depressed, 
owing to the present discouraging condition of 
business and gloomy prospects. Prospects for a 
possible trade anything like current rates is ex- 
ceedingly small, and often seriously unprofitable. 
Meanwhile cotton remains firm. Spinners do not 
expect such a decline as toenable them to sell at 
prices which buyers regard as feasible. It is 
rumored they are threatened with a corner for 
August or September. If rumors are 
true the boldness of men interested 
in the corner is very surprising in viewof the 
large stock of cotton at Liverpool, the full supplies 
held byspinners and theextremely dull condi- 
tion of business, distributors having heardof the 
threatened corner are discouraged from buying. 
They donot belieyea temporary advance wiil 
benefit them or that the market has sufficient pow- 
er to sustain such arise. It is nosurprise, there- 
fore, that short time and stopping machines for 
both spinning and weaving. are rapidly 
spreading. Orders are fast expiring 
and there is no prospect of their renewal, Manu- 
facturers are barred from makiug goods for stock- 
owing to the enormous variety now produced and 
the impossibility for casting the sorts required. A 
large curtailment of productions is, therefore, in- 
evitable. Export yarns are flat. The tendeacy is 
in favor of buyers. Cloths is dull; India and 
China 8 aples are neglect d.'

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CONTEST OVER THE DBKALB LO- 
CAL OPTION RAW. 


The Miller Habeas Corpus Proceedings Before Judge 
Pardee- Exhaustive Arguments Pro and Con— 
The Questions of Jurisdiction and Con- 
stitutionality Discussed at Length. 


The Stone Mountain ‘distillery case, a case 
which involves the constitutionality. of the 
DeKalb county Joczal option law, occupied the 
attention of United States Circuit Judge Par- 
dee yesterday. 

The facts in this case will be remembered by 
tte readexs of THe ConsTiITUTION. The Stone 
Mountain distillery, owned by Cox & Hill, is 
located in DeKalb county and, is one of the 
most valuable distilleries in Georgia. When, 
in 1884, the local option law went into effect, 
the distillery had to be closed. One day last 
March the distillery resumed business through 
William G. Miller, as agent, and was indicted 
urder the prehibition law by the grand jury 
and placed in the custody of the deputy sheriff. 
The case comes up upon Miller’s application for 
release upon a writ of habeas corpus, he setting 
up in his application the claim that the local 
option law is unconstitutional. 

The case came before Jadge 
Pardee yesterday. Mr, de Carroil 
Payne represented the petitioner, Alex- 
ander & Turnbull the solicitor-general of De- 
Kalb county, while Hon. Clifford Anderson 
represented the state. 

he argument was opened by Mr. Payne,who 
made an exhaustive presentation of the ciaims 
_of the petitioner. The questiou of jurisdiction 
of the court he did not consider descision nec- 
essary. In the care of Roya)! the discussion of 
the United States supreme court established the 
question of jurisdiction. 

If the local option law is unconstitutional, as 
is alleged, this isa very proper occasion for 
federal interference. An unconstitutional law 
is no law: itimposes no duties, it inflicts no 
penalties for alleged violations; as there can be 
no violation, it gives nocolor of authority to 
the cfficers who act under i::it is in legal con- 
templation as entirely inoperative, as abso- 
luteiy non-existing as though it never had been 
created, for it was born dead. 

Therefore, if the local option law be null and 
void, every step, the indictment by the grand 
jury, the beuch warrant issued by the judge 
and the arrest of the accused by the sheriff is 
stricken with legal paralysis and is without 
color or sanction of law. 

Two reasons are given whv the law is uncon- 
stitutional—first, it violates the fourteenth 
amendment to the constiwtion of the United 
States and, second, it violates the bill of rights 
of the constitution of Georgia which 
declares that “no person shall be 
deprived of life, liberty or _ property 
except by due prccess of law,”’ and also the sec- 
tion of the Georgia constitution which reads: 
“Private property shall not be taken or dam- 
aged for public purposes without 

JUST AND ADEQUATE COMPENSATION 


being first paid,”’ 


This being the law, it was claimed that a | 


statute which closes this distillery, thereby 
depreciating its value to the extent of five-or 
six thousand dollars and rendering the prop- 
eity nearly valueless, and that too without any 
provision or compensation, is in violation of 
both state and federal constitutions. 

The subject of the police power of states was 
discussed at length. It wasclaimed that the 
police power of a state toregulate the sale of 
intoxicating liquors and preserve the public 
health aud morals does not warrant the enact- 
ment of laws infringing positive provisions of 
the constitution of the United States. A num- 
ber of cases were cited in support of this 
claim. 

The petitioner’s case is based upon that 
clause of the amendment which reads: ‘ Nor 
shall any state deprive any person of life, lib- 
erty and property without due process of law.” 
Do the injuries inflicted by the operation of 
this local option law upon the property of Cox 
& Hill smount toa taking or deprivation of 
property prohibited by the constitution? The 
absolute prohibition upon the use of this dis- 
tillery for the purposes for which it was con- 
structed isa direct taking for the benefit of 
the public, The deprivation of private prop- 
erty without compensation having been estab- 
lished, the next auestion is whether the law 
is not null and void, there being no arrange- 
ment for compensation. The constitution of 
this state says that any lawful taking of pri- 
vate property for public use must first provide 
com pengation and the rule has been laid down 
by our supreme court that the law is a nullity 
if compensation be not provided. 

Mr. Hooper Alexander, as representative of 
the solicitor-¢eneral of DeKalb coanty, followed 
Mr, Payne, Hedwelt mainly upon the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction, saying that if it were 
alleged by Miller that the law is unconstitu- 
tional on its face, then such allegation would 
confer upon the federal court a jurisdiction to 
hear the case, and if it decided the law uncon- 
stitutional, then to dischaige him from custo- 
dy. But while admitting this, it was contend- 
ed that

shovld restrain the federal court from interfer- 
ing after indictment had been found,and befors 
trial. Such was the ruling in Royall’s case in 
the 117 United States reports, and there it was 
raid that while the federal court would have 
such jurisdiction it ought not to exercise it 
unless in extremecases. But it is not alleged 
here that the law is unconstitutional. It is 
only claimed that certain facts ex- 
i in Miller's case which render 

unconstitutional as to him, 

Mr. Alexander contended that it is not with- 
in the jurisdiction of this court upon habeas 
corpus proceedings to inquire into the exist- 
ence or non-existence of these facts, They 
are part of the defense,and it should be left 
to a jury on the trial of the case to say whether 
the facts exist or not. It is said in Crouch’s 
case in the 112 U.58., tobe “elementary learn- 
ing;’ that a court cannot on habeas corpus 
inquire into any matter which is a part of the 
issue of “guilty or not gulty.” 

ATTORNEY GENERAL ANDERSON, 

Attorney General Anderson also discussed 
the question of jurisdiction at length, claiming 
that while the court might have the power to 
take the prisoner out of the hands of the state 
court before trial, the comity which should 
exist between courts demands that this should 
not be done. This court has no more right to 
presume that Miller will uot obtain justice in 
the state courta than those courts would have 
the right to question the honesty and impar- 
tiality of this court. The relations between 
siate and federal courts areromewhat strained, 
and cach should be careful to preserve the 
comity which should exist between them. The 
state courts have jurisdiction of this case, and 
om — courts should not interfere b.fore 
rial, 

Turning to the matter of unconstitutionali- 
ty of the law, the attorney general pointed out 

at it was not claimed that the entire law is 
unconstitutional so far as this petitioner’s case 
is concerned. She position faken by the peti- 
tioncr is that the state mast license him to 
carry on his business or pay him for the prop- 
erty he hes on hand; that if once licensed, the 
license must be foryever renewed. If this is 
not done the state must pay whatever sums 
may happen to be invested in the -property at 
the time the license is cancelled. This was 
characterized as building upon the,frailest kind 
of foundation. 

When court adjourned at half past six 
o’clock, General Anderson had not finished his 
ergument, He will resume this morning.

Two Prisoners Make Their Escape from the 
City Prison Yesterday Morning. 


Two prisoners made their escaps from the 
city prison yesterday morning during the ses- 
sion of police court.

Information recelved in this city yesterday 
apnrounces the arrest of H. L. Cornell, of Talla:

Cornell seems to be having 2a rather tough 
time of it just at present, Sometime ago he 
wes a witness for the government in some 
ilicit distillery cases, and since then has been 
almost continually in hot water. Upon three 
different occasions his home has been fired 
upon by unknown men, and, while nobody 
has been hurt, the severity of the attacks 
is shown by the large number of bullets 
which have been found embedded in the walls 
of the hcuse. Many had penetrated the walls 
and were found in the bedstead and other ar- 
ticles of furniture. Since these attacks Cornell 
has been afraid to sleep at home. 

It was in this same neighborhood that the 
barn and cropsof a man named Rowe, the 
father of Deputy United States Marshal Ro ve, 
were fired by incendiaries.

JULIUS MARTINE SAYS THAT HE 
WILL NOT PAY HIS FINE. 


The Man Who is Convicted of Selling Wine, Whisky 
and Beer at His Besidence Fined and Bound 
Over—Can Not and Will Net Fay His 
Fine and Will Go the Stcckade, 


'? When the sun goes down this afternoo2 
Julius Martine will, in all probability, be 
pacing up and down the city stockade prison 
anxiously awaiting the coming and going of 
thirty consecutive days. 

Martine is nowa prisoner at the station- 
house, 

Yesterday he was srraigned in police court 
for trial. The charge against him was keep- 
ing for unlawful sale spirituous, malt and fer- 
mented liquors at 18S Whitehall street—his 
residence—and to the charge his attorney, Mr. 
Jerome McAfee, entered a plea ofnot guilty. 
Six witnesses were called and sworn and then 
the trial began. The first two admitted that. 


they had drnnk beer at Martine’s residenca but. 


denied having paid for it, asserting most posi- 
tively that Martine had given them what they 
drank. The third witness changed the asp eet 
of the case when Judge Pendleten, the city’s 
attorney, asked: 

“You say you have had beer and whisky 
Now did you pay for it or not?” 

“T did,” answered the witness. 

“You did? Well, how did you buy it?’ 

a | bought it by the drink, pint, half pint and 
quart.” 

“Did you buy anything except whisky?” 

“Yes, I have bought beer of him,” 

“Where did he keep it?” 

“In his room behind the bed in bottles.” 

The other three witnesses swore in about the 
same way. One of the detectives who made 
the case stated that he could establish that the 
defendant had been buying beer and liquor by 
the quantity in Charleston. The detective also 
satisfied the court that one of the. witnesses 
who swore that he had been 
buying liquor of Martine was 
a minor. When the testimony was in Judge 
Pendleton declined to argue the case and Mr. 
McAfee considered it useless to say anything

give a $1,000 bond to the city court for violat- 
ing the prohibition law and for selling liquor 
to a minor.”

With 
2ll he conversed pleasantly and from all 
declined any help. The officers in charge 
quickly ascertained that Martine had no inten- 
tion of escaping, and during the evening and 
night he wes given the freedom of the building. 
He walked through the office, about the calls, 
out on the sidewalk, but always returned to a 
chair beside the big desk. At 2 o’clock this 
morning he was sitting in a big chair, smoking 
a cigaretie and looking perfectly contented. 

‘What are you going to do?” he was asked. 

* What can I do”’ he answered, 

“Can’t you pay the fine?’ 

‘‘Me pay a five hundred dollar fine? No, sir. 
I bave nothing to pay it with, and my wife and 
children haye nothing. Several friends offered 
to pay it today, but I said no.”

THE GEORGIA STATE LOTTERY. 


A Suit Involving the Title to Some of the 
Property Once Belonging to It. 
It is now more than ten years since the 


Georgia State Lottery ceased to exist, bat it is. 


not forgotten. The United States circuit 
court will, today, take up a quite noted case 
growing out of the lottery and the complica- 
tions which resulted from its death. 

In 1866 the legislature passed an act author- 
izing the formation of this lottery, for the pur- 
pose of raising money for the indigent widows 
and orphans, to be known as the Masonic Or- 
phans’ Home. Henry L. Wilson, A. M. Wallace 
and J. D, Waddell were appointed the man- 
agers of the lottery. 

In 1869 sufficient money had been derived 
from the lottery for these three managers to 
purchase a lot or lots of ground, situated at the 
corner of Walton and Forsyth streets, in this 
city, and to erect thereon substantial brick 
buildings. The whole outlay necessary for 
this was about $15,000. and a home and school 
were maintained on the premises as required 
by the act. Regular returns were made to the 
xovernor ef Georgia, the state exercising no 
cobtrol or eupervision in the matter except for 
the governor to receive these reports. ' 

This lasted until February 26th, 1876, 
when the legislature an act 
repealing the act under which the 
lottery had been established, thus abolishin 
the lottery. The managers were given unti 
December 20, 1876, to arrange the affairs of the 
ose — repealing act going into effect upon 

at da 


In this act of 1576 the state set up no claim 
to the home and buildings referred to, but on 
the contrary gave a lien upon the as ei for 
services rendered the corporation °F the tras 
tees and teachers, and “superior to all liens ex- 
cept for taxes.”’ 

e business of the lottery was then sus- 
pended, the school shortly after ceased to bs 
kept up, and state and county and c'ty levied 
and collected their taxes upon the wae. 

Disputes as to the dis tien of the prop- 
erty led to litigation. It seems that 
the three managers who had bought 
the land and erected the buildings, had taken 
the titles in their own name simply, and not as 


trustees or otherwise, and had never deeded 


the property to the lottery or to the state. 
With the title still in the managers, on the 
24th of September, 1879, W. H. Holcombe, 
msrshal of Atlanta, Jevied a tax fi.' fa. for city 
taxes amounting to $200 upon the building.

stitute such legal proceedings as the interest of 
the state might require. 

In accordance with these instructions Hon. 
Clifford Anderson, assisted by Hon. W. 
Newman, filed a bill in the superior court of Ful- 
ton county in which they prayed that the land 
and improvements be decreed to be the prop- 
erty of the state: that the deed held by Loch- 
rane be brought into court and cancelled, and 
that the state have a decree against Lochrane 
for rents and profits, 

The grounds upon which thetax sale to 
Lochrane was alleged to be invalid was be- 
cause the title to the property was in the state 
and the property was not, therefore, taxable. 

Judge Lochrane, in his answer, contended 
that the state never had any title to the prop- 
erty in dispute, alleging that the tax fi. fa. and 
sale to him thereunder, and the marshal’s 
deed, were all valid. 

In January, 1885, the trustees and teachers 
of the oyphan’s home had issued and levied on 
the property their fi. fa.’s for services render- 
ed before the repealing act of 1576. This 
brought forth another amendment by the 
state prs yingg@or an injunction and a receiver. 
Both were given by the judge of the wperior 
court of Fuiton county, and R. J. Griffin took, 
and still holds, possession of the property, on 
the assumption by the court that it belongs to 
the state of Georgia 

On December 4, 1885, the marshal of Atlanta 
levied three tax fi fas for city taxes for the 
years 1585, 1884 and 1835, amounting in all to 
$774 and costs. All these fi fas have been duly 
we by and transferred to James K. Clarke, of 

avannah, Ga., an alien and subject of Great 
Britain. 

One resultof this levy and advertisement 
was to cause arother move on the part cf the 
state in the shape of a petition of the receiver 
praying that Clarke be made a party and that 
an injunction against the marshal and Clarke 
be granted. An injunction was in January of. 
1°66, granted “ontil a hearing and final de- 


Clarke filed his answer and cross bill and re- 
moved the case to the United States court. An 
order of removal was asked for from the judge 
of the superior court and refused. 

In his answer and cross petition Clark ad- 
mits the jmisdiction of the state courte, but 
denies the right to grant the injanction on the 
mere petition of the receiver; yet beiag a parsy 
to this suit and made to be the state’s recaiver, 
he prayed: That the removal from the state 
court was proper: that the state of Georgia has 
not now and never had any title to the prop- 
erty in dispute; that the legal title was in Man- 
sgers Wilson, Wallace and Waddell at the time 
of the tax sale to Lochrane; that Lochrane ac- 
quired title under the tax purchase and deed 
to him from the city marshal of Atlanta; that 
the appointment and possession of Receiver 
Griffia was, and is, illegal and invalid; that 
the levy under the tax fi-fas of Clarke shall 
proceed to sale, 

A great deal of interest is manifested in this 
evit, and thetrial promises to be one which 
will attract great atten ‘ion.
